Reflex Action? 


THE REVENUE needs of govern- 


ment at all-levels have been rising as 
the country has grown and its prob- 
lems have become more complex. Right 
now government officials all over, the 
map are looking for ways to dig up 
more, not less, money. Most experts 
scanning the federal government's hori- 
zon can see nothing but a steady con- 
tinuance of the upward curving budget. 
The President himself acknowledges 
this'is the long-term trend. Yet Mr. 
Eisenhower still feels, in the face of 
this : long-run ; prospect, that he can 
reasonably offer -hope in 1960 of a tax 
cut all along the line. ; , 


THE ASSUMPTION he must make 


is that the government, with the aid of 
Congress, produce a balanced budget 
at around the 77-billion-dollar'level for 
the-fiscal year starting in July. The 
President knows the current year de- 
ficit is going to come to something like 
12 billion dollars. He plainly is taking 
the .extremely optimistic , view of, the 
federal government's immediate finan- 
cial future. 
Many believe there is 


almost no hope of avoiding : a. deficit 
next year, perhaps as big as four billion 
dollars. 
. ;. 


PROBABLY Mr. Eisenhower, in 


offering the bright hope, is simply 
following a Course that most American 
political leaders — except in the dire 
straits of war—regard as inescapable 
for them. Promising a tax cut is almost 
as' common in politics as quoting 
Thomas Jefferson and -Abraham Lin- 
coln. Taxes evidently are not something 
a politician feels he can just allow to 
exist as they are. To suggest reduction 
is 'second nature reflex action. If 
repeated expressions, of hope for a tax 
cut can sustain our morale, it ought to 
be.'soaring. But in fact it's likely to be 
just'a bit frayed before the real.thing 
comes along. 


Score Two For Dulles;• 


.EVER SINCE HE took office Sec- 


retary -of State Pulles. .has been ' a 
controversial figure, with a good many 
boosters and plenty of detractors.'But 
whatever may be said'of his steward- 
ship now and later on by the historians, 
two" things must be conceded about this 
man.Mle has earne'd the enmity of 
Soviet Premier Khrushchev, as report- 
ed by Sen. Hubert Humphrey- in Life, 
magazine.;, And this must be a badge 
of honor for any free world leader. The 
Russians are dedicated to our defeat, 
by one means or another. We must 
always hold the way open for a change 
of'heart in Moscow. But so, long as our 
conquest is their purpose, they are not 
our friends. 
Dulles has made no 


pretense that they were, and Khrush- 
chev properly appreciates. _his 
stiff 


altitude. The second thing to be said of 
Dulles is that he works like a dog. No 
matter what you may think of his 
policies, you must' grant that this 
18-hour-a-day toiler in the diplomatic 
vineyards gives his all for his country. 
Illness, operations, fatigue, none of 
these has halted him so far. At 70 he 
still grinds out the work as if his 
country's life were at stake every hour. 
Perhaps it is. It wouldn't be surprising 
to learn that, on the threshold of his 
big operation, Dulles mistook the ether 
mask for a dictaphone and slipped into 
painless unconsciousness in the middle 
of an important sentence. 


Risky Test 


A FEW DAYS before Christmas 


four armed robbers held up a branch 
of the Lincoln Savings Bank in Brook- 
lyn and made off with 872,000. For a 
time the other day it looked as-if it 
were going to happen again. This time 
the threat came from an old man with 
coat collar up, hat pulled down, dark 
glasses. "Everybody down on the floor," 
he shouted. But the bank was ready 
for the second go. Alarms were touched 
off, bank guards whipped out pistols, 
detectives on tap outside rushed in. 
squad cars sailed up. Suddenly the 
branch manager hollered: "It's all right. 
It's Mr. Frocb, the trustee. He's okay!" 
It was Frank Froeb, 75, veteran bank 
trustee, merely testing the security 
force on alertness.

ing at all) between the East and 
West 
German regimes. These

We will, at all events, demand

-It is said that 
we would not, for-illustration, ac- 
cept any part of a Russian notion 
for a "reunification" that actual- 
ly would leave East Germany as 
East Germany and West Ger- 
many as West Germany with

WE ARE prepared to acknowl- 


edge that-the Russians — and 
others, too — have a real basis 
for their military fear of a reviv- 
ed Germany. Thus, we would be 
willing to go pretty far toward 
guaranteeing — arid pressuring 
Germany'to guarantee as one of 
the prices of reunification — that 
the new Germany would not de- 
velop aggressive military forces, 
this might be a tall order, to en- 
force, remembering the past — 
but there it is. 


If Germany did become reunit- 


ed she would have to be left free 
to. join either our Western .alli- 
ance,-the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization, or the, Soviet bloc 
alliance, the Warsaw Pact. It is 
our deep assumption, of course, 
that the Germans would go our 
way. If they did not, the result 
would be unimaginable disaster 
to all the' West — but we feel 
certain on (he point.

the 'Titan' moved slowly back- 
ward and launched herself into 
the sea . . . where she floated a 
dying monster, groaning with her 
death-wound." 


DESCRIBING his fictitious ship 


as a "floating city,' Robertson 
also detailed the payload. the 
speed, the weight and the route 
of 
the Titanic with prophetic

Still another legend of the dra- 


matic sinking revolves around 
the Titanic's heroic second offi- 
cer, Charles Herbert Lightoller. 
He was said to be haunted by the 
curse 
of the Ancient Mariner 


since, in his early days at sea, he 
had killed a giant albatross.
